He would 
experiment with a part of the Ohio canal, connecting Cleveland 
with Dresden on the Muskingnm riving, making an a<jnediu-t to 
furnish water supply to cities anil villages 
through 
which 
the 


canal runs, also to produce water power. Over the top he would 
build either a steam or electric railway. 


Cost Not Prohibitive 


Asked if the cost of such a plan 


would not be almost prohibitive. 
Barber dismissed it with a reply 
that cost c-oidd be arranged eas- 
ily. 


Barber's scheme would 
be to 


cover over the eaaal. eliminate all 
waste matter now dumped into it 
by factories along its banks, pur- 
ify its source and make the water 
lit for consumption.

That They Pawn Their Children 


to Get Gin. 


One of the_ saddest facts in connec- 


tion with the liquor traffic is that said 
traffic is destroying the work of all 
the foreign missionary organizations 
of the world. It was the writer's 
privilege to be in London July 11. 
1911. when a delegation of one hun- 
dred missionary representatives laid 
the matter before the British cabinet, 
requesting the British government to 
call a. conference of the world powers 
in regard to Africa. Bishop Tugwell. 
a bishop of the Church of England, 
whose diocese is northern and south- 
ern .Nigeria, said: "The women have 
become so .degraded that they pawn 
their children to get gin."

was called January. 1912. England.
